The Regina Board of Trade 
has been entering on a period of 
activity. A drive was recently 
undertaken for new members and 
it was successful. The idea was 
that great things should be done 
to promote the commercial, 
financial and social welfare of the 


‘capital city of Saskatchewan. The 


first of these activities was the 
discusssion, the other night, of 
the housing problem. 1 was an 
interested auditor. The speaker 
of the evening was the Hon. Geo. 
Bell, a former member of the Sas- 
katchewan Government, and he 


_ went into a long explanation of

various housing schemes which 
were encouraged in England dur- 
ing the war. The address was 
much more academic than prat- 
tical, which was also true with one 
or two exceptions, of the discus- 
sion which followed. 
e398 ee se. SK 

Mr. Bell's exposition showed 
clearly that the housing schemes 
in use in England, Australia, New 
Zealand and _ elsewhere, were 
only applicable to workmen 
whose means did not prevent 
them from putting out capital 
necessary to buy homes of their 
own in the usual manner.. He 
laid great stress on the fact that 
all these schemes provided that 
there should be no unearned in- 
crement caused by the increasing 
price of the -property by reason 
of building operations, or that if 
an inflation of land prices should 
occur, it should inure to the ben- 
efit of the scheme. This was the 
line followed by most of the 
speakers who came after Mr. 
Bell, and it seemed to me there 
was a great deal too much theory 
and too little of practical plan. 
One gentleman expressed his 
doubt as to whether there was a 
housing problem in the cities and

Vanilla Caramels. 


Boil over the fire in an alumin- 
um or tine lined saucepan, stirring 
frequently, one pound of — loaf 
sugar, three dessert spoonfuls of 
glucose and a small teacupful of 
water. Test it by dropping a 
little into cold water. If it hard- 
ens add one gill of cream and 
half ounce of butter. Boil again, 
stirring often till a little turns 
brittle on being dropped into cold 
water; then flavor with vanilla 
essence and pour the carmel on 
toa tin or oiled marble slab. Cut 
into convenient squares and wrap 
neatly in oiled paper. 


Nougat. 
Blanch and chop coarse half 


in the oven. Put three-quarters 
of a pound of castor sugar with a 
dessert spoonful of lemon juice 
into a pan and stir it with a wood- 
en spoon until it colors slightly. 
Drop in the almonds. Pour the 
nougat onto a marble slab, press 
it into cfbes or mark it in squares 
with a knife dipped in hot water 
and break them up when cold. 


Cocoanut Balls 

Put into a pan. and boil, un- 
stirred, half pound of white sugar 
and three-quarters of a small tea- 
cupful of water until a few drops 
crackle when dropped into cold

’ Some such control was possess- 

ed by Kusetay Wyakus, (Black 
Mouth), who, under the regime 
of the Hudson's Bay Company, 
when the Red Man, still roamed 
the plains, was among the most 
wealthy Indians of his tribe. 

A skillful horseman, an expert 
shot with bow and gun, and a suc- 
cessful trapper, he had gathered 
around him belongings, which 
among his people, evidenced the 
prosperous and well-to-do Indian. 


A Polygamist 


At one time he had no fewer 
than six wives, all daughters of 
chiefs. Each of these lived apart 
in a separate well appointed tent, 
made from tanned buffalo hides. 

His horses were carefully  se- 
lected and. periodically weeded 
out, so that only the best should 
remain in his herd. His average 
holding was fifty head—all snow 
white stallions. His saddles and 
bridles—works of Indian art— 
were the envy of all who knew 
him. It was said that for these 
alone he was offered an almost 
princely sum by traders at the 
company’s posts. : 


Death’s Toll 


After the conclusion of . the 
Morris treaty Black Mouth attach- 
ed himself to a band under Chief 
Little Black Bear and in the. early 
80's settled down on the File 
Hills Reservation, where he  be- 
came well and favorably known 
among the white people of the 
surrounding country as Indian 
Jack.

In 1870, the year of the trans- 
fer of the Company's rights to 
the Canadian Government, an 
epidemic of smallpox broke out 
among the people, resulting in the 
death of hundreds, among whom 
were all of Black Mouth's wives. 
Following this calamity, he in ac- 
cordance with tribal custom, dis- 
tributed the whole of his property 
among his friends.

Windermere 


If the beauty of the Canadian 
Rocky Mpuntains, north of the line 
between the Dominion and the Unit- 
ed States, is not the grandest in the 
world it is certainly lovely as any 
anywhere, and it is the loveliest on 
the American continent, The glory 
of the European Alps is dimmed by 
the towering snow clad peaks of. the 
Rockies.

The contact of 
sulphur with the gas caused a small 
explosion. The flames spread quickly 
and Mohn died from his injuries after 
being brought to the hospital in Win- 
nipeg. 


Publication Suspended 

For the first time in 122 years no 
morning papers appeared in Liverpool, 
England, recently, and no evening pap- 
ers for the first time in fifty-two years. 
This is due to a strike of newspaper 
compositors in that city and in Man- 
chester, who are striking for ‘more pay. 
For the first time in seventy-five years 
the Manchestew Guardian failed to ap- 
pear. 


Large Coal Mines to Be Opened 

The H. A. Ford and P. Burns coal 
properties, which lie in the Highwood 
and Sheep Creek valleys respectively, 
will be developed soon, through the 
medium of railway facilities. These 
mines can supply all Canada for 1,500 
years. Sixteen seams have been open- 
ed up on the Ford holdings and four- 
teen on the Burns. 


Alberta Able to Furnish Saskatche- 
wan With Coal 

Only. a shortage of cars and miners 
will prevent Alberta from providing 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan with coal 
next winter. Alberta coal of good 
grade retails in Winnipeg at $14.75, 
which is a shade more than $4.00 a 
ton above the Calgary price. The 
freight rate causes the difference. 


Shot Self Accidentally 

George Waterson, recently accident- 
ally shot himself on his farm at 
Quéen’s Valley, near Winnipeg. He 
had been riding on a hayrack, carrying 
a loaded gun. -He threw the gun to 
the ground before dismounting. The 
gun ‘struck the ground, butt first, ex- 
ploded and the charge entered the 
man’s thigh. 


Too Many Ineligibles 

Continental immigrants insist on 
coming to Canada, in contravention of 
the regulations and such a number of 
them are continually turned back that 
the Immigration Department has sent 
sharply worded cables to the steamship 
companies warning them against bring- 
ing such people in, They are mostly 
Poles and Russian Jews. Continentals 
are not banned from Canada if rela- 
tivs or friends here ‘sehd them prepaid 
tickets or if they come from their 
homes on a continuous journey, instead 
however, they come indirectly and 
thus are not eligible. All off them 
planning to stay in Canada are making 
for the cities and some of them are try- 
ing to get into the States by the back 
way. A large number have been re- 
jected and taken back at the expense 
of the steamship companies. 


Married in The North Sea : 

Last Saturday afternoon Captain 
Pedarson, a skipper on one of the best 
known Norwegian lines was married on 
a steam tug in the North Sea. The 
bride, a Norwegian lady who has 
liven seven years in San Francisco, re- 
turned to Norway for the wedding and 
found that the prospective bridegroom 
had orders to sail for America, instead 
of returning as he expected to his 
native country. She traveled to Eng- 
land, met him at Newcastle and finding 
that marriage there was impossible 
owing to neither party having resided
